The f'incin 
nati express train eastward bound 
from Summit rushed through a sea 
of llame and smoke for nearly a 
mile. v The road had previously- 
been tested by an extra cueine.i 
A hk oogh the train had been wet 
and prepared for the passage, the 
glewiOSj heat bli-tercd the paint, 
and the windows were stained with 
smoke. Tiic ecginecr and firemen 
were slightly singed. 

By far the most awful spectacle 
and calamity yet reported occurred 
on Sur.dav nigdit near Oeposit sta- 
lian. As darkness over the Hying 
day the tire had reached the base of 
ike West Mountains, and before 
I o'clock, had completely encircled 
one of the most prominent peaks as 
with a girdle ot tire. The Ihmes 
roared and cracked with horrinlc 
sound as they swept up the hill-side. 
The ;darc brilliantly illuminated 
the whole adyeeeal region. A par 
ty ol sportsmen returning through 
a gorge on the opposite side heaid 
shouts and cries >l distress, appar 
cntly proceeding Irotu the taeiteg 
forest,. — Lookini: up through the 
taMM and smoke, they thought they 
discovered the forms of a man and 
woman upon a rockv height, sway- 
ing their arms to and fro. The cries 
continued, and one of the party is 
sure that he afterwards caught a 
glimpse of . i child in the woman s 
arms. So in after the walls of llamcs 
shut out all view, and the cries 
ceased. The horrible witnesses, 
driven away bj t'ie beat io a (Met- 
er diataaee, lingered as near as pos- 
sible, Ii u t l.ear l nothing more. 
It is believed that the persons thus 
sccn were a man, wile, and child 
named Roagk, w hu lived in a shan- 
ty in p rcti'otc place on the barrens, 
and in escaping across the ridge 
were hemmed in upon the rocks, 
where seen, and so p rishel in the 
coullaeration.

ond Calamity of ISII. 



The recent fearful calamity in 
Biciimond, Va., whereby some six- 
ty persons are said to haTe lost 
their lives, and many others suffered 
injuries which will probalj result 
in death, recalls in mind another ac- 
cident in the same city even more 
horrible in its character. 

On the night of December 26, 
1811, the Richmond theater, located 
on Broad street, was crowded with 
an audience embracing not only the 
beauty, fashion and wealth of what 
was then the most aristocratic cap- 
ital of the south, but numbers of 
prominent persons Irom the stale at 
large, who were passing the Christ- 
mas holidays in tbe gay metropolis 
ot the Old Dominion. The | icce 
announced was a melo drama com- 
bining some ot the features of the 
modern spectacular plays, and en- 
titled the •' Bleeding Nun " The 
MMMBt had progressed satis- 
factorily for an hour perhaps, when 
at the end of an a-t it became nec- 
essary to hoist a chandelier up out 
of sight, among what are called in 
stage parlance, the Hies." Through 
the carelessness of tbe employees 
the lights of this chandelier were 
nut extinguished prcvieus to raising, 
and coming in 'contact with the in- 



ted an being rjni?e handsome and 
Liveable. Quarrel* and contentions 
were fie res .nd frequent between 
the tw> ladies aforesaid. 

Ok ihe day af the tatal collision, 
it appears that Miss Kate Jackson, 
in company with her married sister. 
Mrs. DeArmand, passed the reai- 
deace of the Davenport lamiN . 
As soon as the sisters were discover- 
ed on the road, the Darenports, sia 
in number, comprising the mother, 
three daughters, tare eg I hem grown 
and two ions, the eldest about In 
years old, rallied in force, and set 
out in vigorous pursuit of the de- 
le-aceless si-ters. The trail 
continued until the 
I? reached the Te 
Here the Davenport brothers, by a 
military movement, strategetically 
flanked them, presented a front arm- 
ed with sticks and stones. Thia 
caused Kate aud her sister first to 
halt and then to attempt to retrace 
their steps. But npon attempting 
to retreat they were confronted by 
Mrs. Davenport and her three 
daughters oimilarly armed, who de- 
manded Mrs DeArmand to get oat 
of the way. as they intended to kill 
Kate. Instead of obeying this mi- 
litia order, Mrs. DeA made prep- 
arations to defend her sister. Young 
Davenport, the elder son, seeing this 
opposition to his order, at once let 
go a stone at her. which took effect 
on her head: breaking her skull and 
prostrating her lifeless, 0 n the 
ground. 

The heroic Kate was thus, at on- 
set of tbe engagement, left to de 
fend herself. S|. c rallied ami main 
tamed her line by indiscriminatelv 
hurling upon ihe attacking party -«ucb 
flinty missiles as came opportune 
to her. Cm of these shots took im 
mediate effect upon the elder Dav- 
enport buy. slitting one side of hie 
face open, and placing him h > ■< dw 
combat. Turning her attention, 
then to the maternal head of th* 
Davenport family, she directed a 
stone against her head, that inflict 
ed a severe wound, and laid hea 
sprawling on the Held. This ao 
complished, the brave girl slowly 
fell back to a position where she 
could supply heraell with 
ammnniton. 

This point obtained, and 
still Deseigd, she again 
shot, and another of the 
boys wilted. Then the Davenport 
girls rallied and made a desperate 
charge upon her with clods stones, 
inflicting serious wounds, but not 
succeeding in getting her down. 
Just at this crisis Kate, bard press- 
ed as she was, and having no time 
to stoop to gather rocks to defend 
herself, extricated from her pocket 
a small pen-knife, measuring about 
six inches in the blade, and com- 
menced an indiscriminate and very 
wild and general cutting and slash- 
ing at tbe combined Davenport girls- 
surrounding ht r. The result of this- 
fearful frenzy on the part of Kate 
was seriously detrimental to the well 
being of the Davenport females. 
Two of them received serious alash- 
cs from the weapon -h-< wielded, one 
ol them dropping on the held from 
loss of blood let flooding from the 
knife, and the other so seriously 
disabled as to be a fit subject for 
hospital practice. 

This unexpected result contribu- 
ted materially to tbe w ithdrawal of 
the remaining Davenport beseiging 
party, who quietly removed their 
disabled I rem the field, lea* ing ihe 
heroic Kate master ol the situation. 

The casualties sustained in this 
engagement only amount to . the 
daeth of Mrs. DcA with the prob- 
ability* that tbe elde-i Miss Daven- 
port will also die, and the crippling 
lor life ot foua others of the Da 
venport lamilv. 

Kate Jarkson was less sMB 
than any one engaged in the hi 
aad was able to carry her dead sis 
ter home aiterthe battle el

of the tiery demon had ample food 
on which io glut itself, and as tha 
devouring clement shot along the 
walls and boxes and laid its red fin- 
gers on shrinking human flesh, there 
MM into the s ill evening air a wild 
heart-rending chorus of shrieks and 
prayers and impre. atious that ech- 
oed through the streets of tbe city 
like the MBBMga: of lost souls doom- 
ed to eternal torment. Citucns 
speedily gathered to the spot and lent 
whatever assistance was possible,
